Ci.S.R. 710(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and in 
supersession of tlie CciilraJ Excise and Land Customs Department Group ‘C’ posts Recruitment Rules, 1979, and lire 
Customs DepcUl inent (Group C) Recniitment Rules, 1979, in so Eir as they relate to the post of Stenographer (Senior Grade), 
Stenographer (Ordinar>- Grade), Stenographer Grade 11 and Stenographer Grade III, except as respects things done or 
omitted to be done before such supersession, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the metliod of 
recruitment of Group ’ 'C” posts of Stenographer Grade 11 and Stenographer Grade III in the Central Excise and Customs 
Depatement, namely :— 

1. Short 3ritle and Commencement—(1) These rules may be called Central Excise and Customs Department 
Stenographer Grade Ii and Stenographer Grade III Recruitment Rul es, 2004. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in tlie Official Gazette. 

2. Number of Posts, Classification imd Scale of Pay.—Tlie number of said posts, its classification and tlie scale 
of pay attaclied thereto shall be as specified in columns (2) to (4) of the Schedule, amiexed to these rules. 

3. Speci a I P rovision.— (1) Each Commissionerate shall have its own separate cadre, unless otlierwise directed 
i)y the Central Board of Excise and Customs constituted under the Central Board of Revenue Act, 1963 (54 of 1963) (lierein 
referred to as Board), 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (1), tlie jurisdictional Cliief Commissioner of Central Excise 
or Chief Commissioner of Customs having jurisdiction over tlie concerned Cominission'erate may. if he considers to be

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necessjiry or expedient on compassionate grounds, orders that a post in the Central Excise Commissionerate or Customs 
Commissioiierate which is to be filled by direct rccmitmcnt under tliese rules, should be filled by deputation of a person 
holding tlie same or comparable post but belonging to tlie cadre of anotlier Commissionerate or Directorate or any other 
office under Board, as the case may be, subject to the condition that the deputation period will be for tlircc yetirs subject to 
the approval of the transferor and transferee cadre controlling autliorities. Such transfers shall be witli tlie specific condi¬ 
tion that no deputation allowance shall be admissible for deputation basis. 

4. Method of Recruitment, Age limit, other Qualifications etc.—Tlie inetliod of recniitment, age limit, qualifica¬ 
tion and otlier matters relating to the said posts shall be as specified in coluimis (5) to (14) of the said Schedule. 

5. Disquaiitication.— No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligiblefor appointment to the said post: 

Provided Uiat tlic Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is pennissible under the personal law 
applicable to such persons and die otlier party to the marriage and dial dierc are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from die operation of diis nile. 

6. Power to Relax.—Where die Central Government is of the opinion diat it is necessary or expedient so to do, 
it may, by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of die provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category' of persons. 

7. Saving.-—Nodiing in diese rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and odier concessions re¬ 
quired to be provided for die Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, the otlier Backward Classes, die Ex-Serv icemen and 
other special categories of persons, in accordance widi the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in diis 
regard.
